Hongkong. Yesterday's meoting was 
the first of the kind that has ever been 
holdin this Colony ; and, although Mis- 
sions in verious forms have never failed 
to-obtnin monetary support aud quiet,, 
unobtrusive sympathy from the mer-' 
cantile commuvity of Hongkong, this is 
tho first occasion on which the principle | 
of Missions has been publicly maintained 
and supported at a public meeting of 
residen's, Old residents who ara ac- 


corning the manners and customs ot the 
people, coma from missionaries. 

sionuries ; aud tho Ulassics of the expire 
have been transluted- by ono of the 
staunchest and most faith{nl missionaries 
of the London “Missionary Society 
(Professor Legge). Indecd, tho history 
of our intercourse with China for 
the last fifty years would be sadly 
incomplete were tha influence of 
the London Missionary men left out 
of it, But the most hopeful sign 
shown by the . meeting of ~yes- 
terday was the combination of all de- 
nominations of Protestant Missions, 
who united in doing hononr to one of 
the oldest Mission Societies in the Far 
East. A unanimity of feeling was dis- 
played by the representatives of various 
denominations which appeared to augur 
good things in the future. It was 
a pity, ‘we think, that the 
Roman Catholic Missions could not 
bave seen their way to join in the 
movement; but as it .was, thero is 
no question that the demonstration 
proved o community ofaims and objects, 
and a growing sympathy on the part of 
the community, which must ba welcome 
to everyone who looks forward to the 
attainment of o-bigher standard of life 
amongst the Chinese people. We, of 
course, presuppose that the bulk of our 
readers admit that higher and purer 
life is needad in the Chinese Empire— 
official and civil, Perhaps this point 
does not bear discussion.. It may also 
he presumed the better way has been 
honestly set: forth tothe Chinese, with 
what success may be learnt by ait in- 
terested, by the devoted men who 
for the last. three-quarters of a contury 
have spent their fives in this service. | 
Opinions may differ as to the best 
metbods for introducing this better way 
to the millions of China; and we have 
in these calumns published many views 
which are directly at variance with many 
which are held by others who are workers 
in the samo field. Reforms, no doubt, 
are needed as to methods, when you are 
dealing with an enerustation of semi- 
civilisation like that of Ching. But the 
aims are the same. Many. residents of 
the Far East recognisa the establih- 
ment of Hospitals and the inaugura- 
tion of -Schools _ as the best 
forms of Mission work. And the 
European, mercantile communities of 
the--Har—-Hast -have—done—nobly—-and 
generously by these institutions in al- 
most every port in China. So far aa 
‘details of methods are concerned, much 
difference of opinion may exist. We do 
not believe thatany thinking, intelligent 
resident in the East will question the 
fact that Curistian Missions have 
‘proved to be a power for good 
wherever they have been carried. Any- 
way, the Missionaries, and the influence 
they bear. with them, ara a power 
which, under Treaty, must now be rec- 
koned with: They have been pioneers 
not only of .civilisation, . but of 
trade and commerce; and gs such they 
have as much right to. protection as the 
pioneer merchant, if not more, That, 
of coutse, is a question which applics 
more to the missionary at the ports than 
to his confreres in Hongkong. ..It may 
bo admitted—as we have .always done 
—that, some’ missionaries: may’ have 
been indiscreet : we have heard of mer- 
chants havigg been accused af the same

The woather was thick, 
and it was blowitg fresh from N.E. aud 
E,N.E, He was keoping watch and watch 
With the mate. Thoy were going-about eight 
knota, About 10. 0 on the night of the 
16th he observed a white streak in the 
water right ahead. Haordered the watch 
hands up to'weor the ship. - As far ashe 
could romember, the ship then fell off to 
about $.5,W., and struck Pratas Reel, 
They endeavoured to get her off, but tha 
wind deove her further on. At siz in the 
moraing the ahip's condition waa auch 
that be did not think she osald lat long, 
There was about threo foot. of water in 
the hold. A¢ 10 a.m. two boats wera 
fannched, They ficat landed on an island 
where some preparations were made, and 
theu started for Hongkong, On the second 
day ono of the boats was abandoned, and 
they took all the hands into the long boat. 
The third day out they wore resoued by 
the Russian man-of-war Vladimir Afono- 
mach, about 60 miles from Hongkong. They 
wore taken on board, and their boat waa 
towed close into Gap Rock where they again 
embarked, They lay shere till morning, and 
were picked up by the German steamer 
Cassius next morning and brought to Hong- 
kong. . The bearings by compass were 
taken at Shanghai, ond no deviation was 
found. He had ot been on o voyage 
from Shanghai'to Manila before. He set 
his course 3.K.on the 15th and judgod it 
would take him at least 40 miles eastward 
ofthe Pratas Recf. Nothing was sighted 
after the iLth, and no observations wore 
porsible. Tho ship.was worked by dead 
reokoning. ‘The fond was used-on tho 
loch, and during the time they hove to. 
Ba-could not say why the mate's log and 
other booka were not saved except that in 
the confusion and hurry’ they were ovar- 
‘looked.

THE CENTENABY MERTING. 
The following are the sposches which wo 
were compelled to hold over from Inst 
night's report of the meeting in the City 


Mr Whiting, one of the Hon, Secretarios 
of the Committeo promoting the meeting, 
asid—It hus boen arranged that-ab thie 
point of the meeting 8 brief stutement oon- 
corning the biatory of Chrietign missions 
in Hongkong shall be placed before Fins 
That history is. altogether different from 
that of man rhaps of most—misaions, 
and you will: fail to appreciate the works 
done in this colony unless those differences 
are clearly undarstood. While, for ins 
atauce, in India, in Polynesia, in Madagas- 
oar, and South Africa alike, the first 
Christian miasionaries foond old races Jong 
in possession of tho soil; thoss who come 
to thia island havo from the firat had to 
deal with a shifting und variable population, 
‘Of recent importation, of differing languages, 
of (to a largo oxtent) aascblied occupation 
and possessing fuw of thoso characteristics 
of & long-cstablished ‘community which in 


ry age snd-country havo been found to 
facilftete the introduction of - Christianity. 
They havo had to deal with man drawn by 
commercis! acd industrial ‘considerations 
from thoir homes in tho towns and villages 
of aonth-east Ching; mea whe-- *- ot 
interests lio in those homes: Se lie tee 
quently roturn to thom. in t- Chins, 
jmay help drsmneny PAC TCS “weaken the 
young churches here. And tho constant 
tendoncy is to ewamp the Christian com- 
munity by frosh; bodies of men and women 
drawn from the enormous population of tha 
mainland. Nor bas Christiunity had many 
advontitions aids in.its progrees hero. It 
hos not acquired its influence by creating 
4 written language, as in the islands of the 
South Scas, or both language and literature 
an in Madagneoar, or by teaching industrial 
rte as in South ‘Africa, And it bas not 
beon backed by e poworfal charch a¢ when 
it came to our own forefathers in Kent. 
Its history bore hae, in fact, resembled the 
general history of the colony. Situated as 
thia island is jast ontside a great empire, 
it-haa boen s good starting point, both as 
rogards commorcs and Christianity, for 
reaobing the south of China, But tho hie- 
tory of evangelization in the colony iteolf 
hag not been for that reason without 
terest. Throo of tho grost English aocie- 
ties—tha Charch, the London, and the 
Wesleyan Missionary Societics—bavo made 
ahomehgre, They have bad as-comrades 
the Basel Mission, the Khenish Mission, 
the American Boord of Commissionors for 
Foreign Missions, the American Baptista, 
the Female Education Society, aud tho 
Borlin Foundling House, se well as tho 
asgistanca of the Morrison Education 
Society and tho Hongkong Tract Socicty, 
the latter of which has been supported by 
tho two grest institutione which do so much 
for Obristion work in overy land—the 
British and Foreign Bible Society and the 
Religious Trect Society, By their efforts 
havo beon founded five native churchos in 
tha isloid with over 600 members, who 
contribute the cost of their own public 
worghip, help their own poorer members, 
supply teachers for schools, aurea for the 
sick, and ovangeliots for their own brethren 
on the mainland. From the yory first i 
hes been evident that to proach the gospel 
to adults and gather them into churches 
withont at the same time affording to thoir 
children 4 Christian education was only to 
ensure that the work had ta he dono over 
aud over again. And, oonsequeatly, you 
havo in this colony over eighty schools 
where over 3,000 children (end mang more 
beforo the plagae) recoiva a Christian 
“education. As with the schools, so with 
the hospitale. Over 76,000 out-cases and 
6,000 in-casea (individual cases) have heen 
dealt with in the last eight yeara. Thees 
are“‘departmeats of philanthropic work 
which jin England owe thoir origin, and 
yery largely their continaanco, fo thoao 
great voluntary aceociations of which many 
of you are justly prond. In Hongkong 
you very largely owe both tothe offorta of 
the ogenta of the missions which are re- 
precented here to-day, Some of these 
Tepresentatives havo alrosdy spoken to you, 
and others will follow. They may well 
look ‘to you for a fall, hoarty, aod on- 
enimous recognition of the difficulties they 
have faced, of the services they have done 
both you and the nation at whose doors we 
stand, add of the guecess which, at God'‘a 
bands, has follows” their work. (Applause. ) 
. Rev. G, J. Williams, Union Church, in 
proposing the following resolution, ‘That 
this mosting exprasses its appreciation of 
tho objcata ond the work of Christian Mia- 
sions in this colony, and its hopes for their 
continued success,’ said~Mr Qhairman, 
ladioa snd gentlemen, you hava alreudy 
heard the resolution which it has fallen to 
roy lot this afternoon toread, To give you 
anything like an adequate account of the 
history of foreign missions, even as exem- 
plifled in this Colony is simply impossible 
in the short space of time at my disposal. 
However, I will try to put before you one or 
twoplain facts—First, as tothe work of Obris. 
tian Missions ; sacond, 38 to the objects of 
these missions in this Colony. You have 
already had three or four good speeches, 
and if it be discovered that some of my 
facts and figures are also contained in these 
epeeches I hope you will listen with pati- 
ence to what I have to aay, knowing that 
what I have to say had to bo prapared bo- 
forehand, and even if they overlap, I hope 
you will find that they have a diferent sig- 
nification. First, then, as to the work that 
is being done by Obristian Missions in 
Hongkong. fa may constantly hear the 
question being put, What ara the Mission. 
aries doing P Are they doing any worl 
at all? Are they really employing their 
"time ‘profitably aod industriously? Yes, 
ladies and gentlemen, they are doing an 
amount of work. which is really altogether 
both misunderstood and not anderatood by 
the community in thie Qvlony. For con- 
venience sake, we may roughly divide this 
work at firat into three heads—eduoational, 
philanthropic and evangelistic. -I will say 
only a word or two about each of those, 
The educational work done, and still being 
done in this Colony is encugh to win our 
admiration and applause, { do not want 
to confiae myself to mere figures, for 
yon have heard elready, and perhaps 
with ‘feelings of surpries, that ia the 
education of children alone, sometbing-like 
4,000 Ohineso boys and girly sre~beiny 
educated in. the mission-sokepls of thip 
Oolony, at this “present momént, What 
does that smount to? When we cou- 
aider tho number of years in which 
thia work. has bean going on, I aap the 
training of these boya and girls muet baye 
avast influence in ‘the civilisstion of 
China. It must be truo‘that- the present 
genaration is leks conservative then ‘the 
past; it must he trite thet the coming ge- 
eration will ba leas coucervative thaa the 
present, and ote hops will bo in theso 
dhildeett who by and bya will be sdattered® 
throaghow: the Whole length and breadth 
of Chinn, Tao or thrag yoars ago we had 
a most humiliating eXporisnce, We had 
thought that after thirty or forty years of

in-times of troubla.eome sympathy. from 
the Obinede with that tivilization  Yot in 
ont single dep we Were -brotight fate’ to 
fade Witt the ‘enortiais férde. Gf Chinoso

peated in ona 
single trouble. Now, in estimating the 
work dove by the Christian missions we 
have to take into account that great force 
of consorvatiam. If wo have done ao littlo 
in forty years, how pitiont.we ‘ought to be 
with the wissionury in hie work, Whon 
you consider the conservatiam ‘of the peo- 
pla amongst whom he has to. labour. we 
ought to be pationt in our judgment. It is 
not only in the education of childran bat: 
in various other forms of educational work 
that tho missionary ia employed. _He is 
employed, or rathor the missionaries aro 
employed in training hospital nurecs, in 
teaching medical students, and when wo 
come to consider the Anglo-Chineso 
literary worl: thas has beer done, and how 
Chriation missionaries thamsclves hava laid 
the foundations uf Christian scholarship, and 
tho mooumestal taak vf Dr Logo's trans- 
lation of the Chinese classics a5 one exam- 
ple of the grinding work, the hard grinding 
work that has. been dono by missionaries 
themselves, then, ladies and gentlemen, 
all clasaes of the community must pcknow- 
lodge their indebtedness to this most useful 
class of men, (Applause.) I come now to 
the second branch of missionary work, that 
which wo may call the philanthropic, I feel 
almost like passing this over without a word 
of comment, for the simple reason that this 
work i known to almost every ope in the 
lane, and admire veryono in 
thas Osiny wbored! et es, ibe boing 
done in the Alico Momorial.ane armas, 
solo Hospitals,..Wa have *slready re- 
ferred to the work being done io 
this Golony, to the large sums of 
money raised fur. these hospitals, Atl 
honour to tho merchants of Hongkong who 
raised theas sums of money, and sil honour’ 
Yo the physicians of Hongkong who volun- 
tarily agsiat the ates of the hospitals in 
their noble work. (Applause.) A few daya 
ago I took up an old book having nothing 
to do with missionary enterprise, and I 
learned thore that in one year alone in the 
streata of Oanton, 4000 children had been 
reacued from expusure, having been deevrt- 
ed by their psrents—wero rescued by the 
missionaries and were cared for in houses 
of mercy and foundling homes. That, 
again, reprosents a phase of the work 
being done by the various mission- 
‘ary bodies in Hongkong, Can wo pos- 
sibly imagive what it is to bo a child 
in a land whore at any moment we may 
bo exposed to neglect and abandon? Can 
we imagine what it was in that ancient life 
about which we have already hoard, -when 
children might bo oxposcd at any momont 
on tha moora and desert places for wild 
‘beasts to devour or ‘sold for purposce wo 
dare not montion in sucha place as this? 
This atill goos on, a3 wo have been told, io 
China, and men and women in Hongkong 
are .rescuing theso children:even now. 
Hundreds of them are nuw beiny rescued, 
Think of it, mothers and fathers. Think 
of the thousands of children reacued in this 
way, and trained up by missionary men 
Sad missionaty women to true manhood 
aod womanhvod, Here is something that 
is being done by the missionary societies 
of this Colony, (Applause) I will only 
detain your attention for a aingle 
moment, while I refer to tha evangelistic 
work, for I fancy it ia hore whore most 
criticism is bestowed. Poople in. this 
Colony often say,.' Whero ara the native 
converts? We raroly or never come across 
them ; are there really any genuine native 
Christians to'be found?” Let’ me, lidies 
“aud gontlemen, tell you a very brief story. 
We are told in on anciont fable that a 
General had sncamped before the walls of a 
gteat city, and day by day he tried to 
demolish tho walla, but they-would not fall, 
find finding it impossible, ‘ae priched his 
camp outside at some distanco from the 
city resolving to wait his frst oppostunity, 
and thon ofter months. of waiting it was 
suddenly discovered that a hage arm 
of molea bad “been st work  beneat 
the foundat-ons, and tho walls were in 
danger of being totally destroyed. No one 
thought of tho moles, but that Goneral 
henceforth omblxzored upoo hiashisld the 
figure ofa mol, for he said * Tho moles, not 
I, tools the city.’ Now, ladies ond gentlo- 
men; if you will, the miasionaries are the 
imoules at work -ondurground, and bye and 
bye whun the history of this contury comes 
to ba written by a aan of sumo fatura cen- 
tury; bye and by when the historian 
of the future comes to record the downfall 
of the walla of barbarism, he will give the 
highest and moat glorious place to the mis- 
sionary mole who had carried on his 
submining so patiently and so favourably. 
{Applavee,) Now, E will not transgress 
the limita of my time. Ie have sdarcely 
knowa how tu condense what I had to say 
into ten minutes, but let me state in a very 
few words what is the object of missivnary 
enterprise, In tho resolution wo have tho 
plural, but propa:ly speaking there is only 
One object that the missionary has ia view. 
Wo aro told that when British goods are 
taken to Adastraiiu, British goods packed in 
British bay, and itis often observed that Bri- 
tieh flowors spring up in the neighbourhood, 
Itis supposed the sezds ara contained in the 
bay in which the British goode aro packed, 
and wherever the cases ate taken there 
spring up the blossoms characteristic of cur 
English woodlands. . Now whorever the 
Christian missionary goes there spring up- 
tha blossoms of civilization, but this is not 


his object.. Ho has only one. object in 
view, the propagation of the Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Qhriat, I imagine it is here 
(hat -oriticigm is most frequenuy bestowed. 
I have ‘heard mea say, ‘ What right 
have you to carry your Ohristionity into 
Ohina? They hava their religion, let them 
kvep itas we expect to keep ours,” Sup- 
pose as to-night we sit at dinner with 
friends, and suppose aomebudy-ssid-we had 
ne.right to interfere with tho. Ohinese—if’ 
an epidemic was—raging in Hongkong. 
and hundreds of-Ohiness were dying, we 
had no right ‘to make therm -teke our me- 
dioines,—-we should regard him aa scarcely 
bamanc. When we come ‘to carry thy same 
‘arguments into “missions intelligent men 
Beem to think it is entirely different. No, 
it is infloitely more important when it 
conseros the soule of men. Would we not 
erect a statue to tha man who went into 
tho Chinese streets to onrry.the knowkdge 
of Western madioins and died at his post ? 
Certainly we woultl; because’ we know that 
our Western «medicine 1s the outcome of 
science ond knowledga, whereas Ohinese 
medicina is. not produced by aviencs, aud 
Chinese medical knowledge is no knowledge 
at all, We know that Western sanita- 
tion ia agnitetion,’and that thvit sauita- 
tion is no sanitation at all. -Wa know 
that our religion in yeligion, and that 
theire ia po religion at all, and we wi bh to 
carry the life-saving power of theguspat of 
Obrist into their midat, Iuast year you 
bestowed medalsupon the very men who, 
agatoat the wish of the Ohincss, went down 


-to thoir homes and gave thom eanitation
